-. Personally, may I confess, I am 
tired of hearing appeals and trib- 
utes to Jesus that are f ormlesft 
-'and factless. It is the Intellectual 
vogue In these ti'oubled times to 
cite "the spirit 
of Jesus" 
and 
"leadership of Jesus," without at 
all substantiating these statements 
. by 
• definite data. Thus Jesus . is 
made to stand fov all sorts of 
.crack-brained notions. As a journ- 
alist, I align myself with my illus- 
trious predecessor, John Mark, in 
;an . insistance upon documented 
facts1. When, how, and where .did 
Jesus assume leadership upon a 
.given issue? 


We have full particulars of the 
magnificent courage of Christ in 
confronting Calvary, as set forth 
in the present Lesson. He and His 
company had been in Perea, jour- 
Keying to Jerusalem by the Trans- 
Jordan route. One reason why I 
like to go to and fro through the 
Wady Shiab is that this was the 
"way the Savior went. Somewhere 


- along this beautiful ravine, which 
winds from the Jordan Valley 
'daar up to Es Salt and Amman, 
Jesus again opened His heart to 
his intimate friends, as He had 
done at Caesarea Philippl. 
The cross was on Christ's heart 


long before. His body was on the 
cross. 


There was not a particle of self- 
delusion in the Master. Always He 
stood up to reality. Sarah K. Bol- 
ton has caught the spirit In her 
lines:

-. He wanted to share His heart with 
those whom He loved- Paul, who 
writes of "the fellowship of His 
sufferings" caught this idea more 
clearly than those who were dis- 
ciples in the Master's immediate 


; company. To "suffer with Him"— 
that is the. sustaining. joy of the 
Christian in adversity. 
More keenly than He perceived 


, 'the. fact of His death, the kingly 
spirit of Jesus felt the. ignominy 
-of the attendant indignities. That 
is why He 
particularized 
the 


: scourgings, the spittings, the in- 
sults and the rude 'sport that would 
be made of Him. It.is easier for a 
noble, spirit to endure death than 
insults. k AJ1. thp .

On the Cross Level of Life. 
Even though His own; intimate 
frieride refused to do ao,. millions 
persons since have " fellowship-

±he Cross. It is there we meet 
/land understand. Him. We cannot 
share the level of His wisdom or 
of His holiness or of His godhead; 
but even the poorest of us may 
be partakers of His cross. , When 
I talk with my friend, Fere Vin- 
cent, in Jerusalem—the monk who 
knows more archaeology than any- 
body else in Palestine—I cannot 
walk with him on the high levels 
of scholarship; but in simple faith 
we are brethren- My friend, Dr. 
A. T. Robertson, of Louisville, the 
famous Greek scholar, dwells alone 
on those high altitudes of learn- 
ing^ but he and I fellowship as

Those Blundering Friends. 


Both indignation 
and 
compas- 
sion blend in our minds as we see 
how stupidly and persistently the 
companions of Jesus failed to un- 
derstand Him. and to enter into 
His deeper moods. What the shock 
it must have been to His delicate 
sensibilities, when, after He had 
opened His cross-burdened 
heart 


to them, two of the dearest, John 
and James, incited by their proud 
mother, came forward, with an am- 
bitious request for high places in 
His kingdom. They wanted pre- 
eminence, just like any heathen. 
They were close to Christ's per- 
son, but far from His spirit. 


The cloud of dissension which 
this ignorant and selfish request 
caused to' settle upon the company 
of apostles, was nothing as com- 
pared with the weight of sorrow 
that it brought upon the misun- 
derstood Master. They had been 
so long with Him, and yet had not 
known Him. 
Patiently, helpfully, as always, 


the Teacher turned the incident in- 
to an occasion for 
instruction- 


Anew, He laid down the great 
principle of sacrifice and service 
as the law of life. Deliberately, 
definitely, Jesus set forth what 
we must accept as the Christian 
principle of living, the very anti- 
thesis of the world's way. 
Here is the way out of depres- 


sion, the way out of war, the way 
out of all the welter of woe with 
which civilization as surrounded us.

Roosevelt sweeping new powers to 
pare government costs was report- 
ed to the house today by its appro- 
priations committee. 


It provided a total of $535,568,883, 


or just $5,053 more than the bud- 
get bureau recommended for op- 
erating the government's independ- 
ent executive agencies in the 1934 
fiscal year. 
Of 
the 
aggregate, 


$506,838,000 was allotted the veter- 
ans administration. 


This sum in the bill compared 


with 
current 
appropriations for 


the same offices of $1,024,286,041, 
of which $948,799,000 went to the 
veterans administration. 


The independent offices bill of 


the last congress—vetoed by Presi- 
dent Hoover—carried $1,003,314,981. 
In addition to operating expen- 


ses, the bill would appropriate also 
,$79,591,043 for permanent fixed al- 
lotments which compares with $81,- 
070,850 this year. 


But besides providing funds, the 


bill contains broad legislative pow- 
ers to be exercised by the presi- 
dent. They include, authority: 


To modify or cancel any govern- 
ment transportation 
conti'act; 


To retire any civil service em- 
ployee having 30 years' service- 
There are 21,000 employees in this 
class. 


To furlough up to 90 days any 


excess government employees. This 
provision was written into the bill 
by tha full committee as a last 
minute change. 


To increase existing charges, for 


government services or article's. 


To furlough on half pay at his 


discretion any 
officers 
of 
the 


army, marine corps, public health 
service, coast guard or coast and 
geodetic survey. 


To suspend or reduce the extra 


flight pay in the military services 
with a proviso that no flight pay 
shall exceed $1,440 annually., 


To ^Transfer Funds. 


To transfer 
$4,000,000 of. mer- 


chant fleet corporation 
funds to 
the postoffico department for meet- 
ing foreign mail contract costs. 


These powers were requested by 
the president. 


Three 
important 
modifications 


were made-by the committee. 


The power over contracts "was 


limited to transportation contracts. 


The retirement of 30-year civil 


service employes was made permis- 
sive instead of automatic. 


The maximum flight pay was fix- 


ed at $1,440 annually. It now is 50 
per cent of base pay. 
The committee also made sever- 


al changes in existing law. Most 
important: 


No new investigations shall be 
undertaken by the federal trade 
commisison as a result of legisla- 
tive resolutions unless approved 
by both senate and house,

STOREY RESIGNED 


PRESIDENT OF 


SANTA FE TUESDAY 


NEW YORK, May 2.—(#)—Wil- 


liam M. Storey today resigned as 
president of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe railway. Samuel T. 
Blcdsoe, general counsel and chair- 
man of the executive committee, 
was named as his successor. 


Storey, a railroader for more 


than fifty years, affiliated 
with 


the Santa Fo since 1900 and presi- 
dent for the past thirteen years, 
submitted his resignation at the 
regular meeting- of the board of 
directors . held here 
today. 
Ho 


made no announcement as to his 
future plans. 


At the age of seventy-six, Storey 


can look back over a life-time oC 
railroad service at the time the 
carriers had their greatest growth. 
In the past decade Storey was re- 
garded as one of the leaders' In 
promoting 
operating 
practices 


which contributed to increased ef- 
ficiency and 
economy of steam 


transportation. 


Born in San Francisco in 1857, 
Storey began his railroad service 
as an assistant engineer for tho 
Southern Pacific in 1881. He was 
appointed chief engineer of the 
Santa Fe in 1900. He.served as vice 
president in charge of operations 
and was made president in 1920. 
During the federal control period 
he acted as federal manager. 


With the election of Bledsoe, 


the Santa Fe's destinies will be 
guided by a lawyer. Bledsoe was 
born on a farm in Clinton coun- 
ty, Ky., in 1868. Educated at the 
Southern Normal School and Busi- 
ness Collefe, Bowling Green, Ky. 
and the University of Texas, he 
entered railroading in 1895 as local 
counsel for the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe, a subsidiary of the 
Santa. Fe system, with officers In 
Ardmore, Okla. 


He subsequently served as so- 


licitor, general attorney and assist- 
ant general solisltor of the Santa 
Fc, and since 1818 has been gen- 
eral counsel and a director of the 
road. 


. Bledsoe was a member of the 
railroad committee chosen In May 
1931, to confer with oil company 
executives on plans to reconcile 
views as to the regulation fif pipe 
lines.

The resolution that 
failed of a two-thirds vote today 
would amend the constitution to 
permit the sale of any kinds of 
liquors in event the federal amend- 
ment was repealed, and subject to 
local option.

Moore of Houston, author of the 
resolution, said he hoped to obtain

The speaker declared that rains 
quickly proved' the benefits of 
good roads'to any community. He 
said that there was no more ro- 
mantic study 
in Texas 
history 
than that of the. development of 
its foad system, from the first 
cattle trails to the railroads and 
then eventually its modern system 
of hardsurfaced highways. Today 
there are about 20,000 miles of 
designated state highways in the 
state, and about 10,000 miles or 
half of/them have been construc- 
ted. 
Because many communities, 
particularly the larger ones, have 
had their highways several years 
and have forgotten their days of 
isolation they are clamoring for 
a building holiday, the speaker 
said. 


Mr. Ashburn said that while 
they "were asking for a holiday, 
they should realize that the great 
task was just well started. He 
traced the use of the gasoline tax 
for 
highway 
building purposes, 


pointing out that it started as a 
one cent levy, and now is four 
cents with an additional one cent 
federal levy. He asserted that the 
one-cent tax devoted to school pur- 
poses had netted the school fund 
over $36,000,000 in the last five 
years, and that each year It sup- 
plied $5 of the $17.50 per capita 
appropriation. 


Public Works Program.

unemployment relief were brought 
to Texas through the road pro- 
gram in 1932 the speaker said. He 
also pointed out that under the

President Roosevelt and his pro- 
gram of public works is the only 
hope of Texas for roads, and un- 
less aid is received from 
this 
source, road building will be se- 
riously hampered in the state for 
the next two years. He declared 
that the effects of relief taoney 
spent In building roads was Im- 
mediate since the-workers received, 
aid 
from

the people of the various commun- 
ities were .benefltted by the com- 
pleted roads. 


Col. Ashburn said that he hoped 
that an announcement would be 
made In a few days concerning a 
fund of some $15,000,000 in feder- 
al funds that would be available 
for road building in Texas.

giving quick aid under this pro- 
vision. 
It is separate from 
the 


bill's authorization to -refinance up 
to 
$2,000,000,000 in 
fnrm 
mort- 


gages through issuance of federal 
land bank bonds whose interest 
will be guaranteed by the govern- 
ment. 


The special aid provision author- 


ized on advance of funds by tho 
Reconstruction Corporation. 
The 


senate bill proposed that this ad- 
vance bo limited to ?200.000,000: 
the house $300,000,000. A compri- 
mise *t $250,000,000 may bo ap- 
proved by congressional conferees 
who are expected to adjust, 
such 


differences in the measure 
this 
week. 


These funds, as now provided, 


will bo lent to farmers on either 
first or second mortgages upon the 
whole or any part of his farm 
property, real or personal, Includ- 
ing crops. 
The amount of the 


mortgage together with prior in- 
debtedness cannot exceed 75 pff 
cent of the value of the property 
nor will a loan of moro than ?5,- 
000 be available to any farmer. 
Interest will be at the rate of 5

Twelve Loan Agencies. 


Paul Bestor, farm loan commis- 


sioner, has arranged to establish 
agencies in each of the 12 federal 
land banks to handle the special 
loans. 


One condition of the loan—aimed 
to help farmers prevent loss of 
their farmsteads—Is that, holders 
of prior mortgages or other liens 
arrange to the satisfaction of the 
government to limit their right to 
proceed against the farmer's prop- 
erty, 
because of default.

off foreclosures.

operations and to

farmer to redeem or

measure which set the maximum 
interest rate at 4 1-2 per cent. Tno 
interest rate on the bonds will be 
not more than 4 per cent. 


Purchase Present Mortgages. 
The refinancing- operation, main- 


ly will take the form of purchas- 
ing existing first mortgages for a 
sum. not to exceed 50 per cent of 
the appraised "normal" value of 
the farm land and 20 per cent of 
the value of permanent improve- 
ments. 
If the mortgage holder's 


claim is larger than the appraisal

TEXAS LEGISLATURE 
HAS FINALLY PASSED 


RESTRICTING BILL 


SENATE UNANIMOUSLY VOT- 
ED FOR COMPROMISE BILL 
FOR TWENTY-ONE DISTRICTS 


AUSTIN, May 3.—(#)— 


The Texas legislature today 
passed finally a bill to re- 
divide the state into con- 
gressional districts. Action 
became final when the sen- 
ate unanimously voted for a 
compromise bill which the 
house had approved yesterday. 


The three new districts would 


be given Bexar county, the Pan- 
handle-Plains area of Northwest 
Texas and the ranching country 
of Central West Texas. 


In addition, a partially new dis- 


trict was carved in East Texas 
through the transfer of Galveston 
county from an East Texas dis- 
trict to the South Texas district 
now represented by J. J. Mans- 
field of Columbus. 


Under the reapportionment bas- 


ed on the 1930 census, Texas was 
entitled to 21 congressmen instead 
of 18. The last legislature failed 
to agree on a redistricting 
bill 


and three congressmen were elect- 
ed at large in 1932. 


Three or four senators said they 


objected to the redistricting plan 
but would vote for the bill rather 
than jeopardize redistricting. 


Senators T. J. Holbrook of Gal- 


veston, and Margie E. Neal of 
Carthage accused Senator Julian 
P. Greer, chairman of the senate 
conferees of breaking faith with 
them. 


Senator Holbrook charged that 


the conferees 
had 
disregarded 


"their word of honor." 
He said 


they promised to take some coun- 
ties off the north end of the Gal- 
veston district, not to "break up" 
that district. 


"This reapportionment was -pure- 


ly political," the Galveston senator 
said. "The mithbrs of the senate 
and house bills, Senator Greer and 
Representative Penrose B. Met- 
calfe of San Angelo, each carded 
a new district with himself in the 
center of it. 
Population was dis- 
regarded." 


Holbrook said that the Mans- 


field district was enlarged to such 
an extent that it was far more 
populous than the average. 


Proponents admitted that the 


plan was not perfect but express- 
ed the opinion that It. was the best 
that could be obtained.

ber of three congressmen at large. 


The bill would give the Pan- 


handle area, Central West Texas 
and Bexar county new districts. 
By arranging Galveston county in 
the ninth or South Texas district 
a partially j\ew district was car- 
ved out for East Texas. 


A resolution proposing to submit 


an amendment to the constitution 
to permit constitutional state of- 
ficers to hold office for four yearn 
was engrossed in the house, re- 
ceiving 91 affirmative votes. State 
officers now are elected for two 


i years.

ceive 100 votes to be submitted.
